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Student  Morality— 

A  prominent  member  of  Northwestern's  faculty  recently  declared,  "I  can  leave  money 
out  upon  my  desk  and  know  that  it  will  be  safe;  but  I  cannot  leave  a  set  of  examination 
questions  similarly  exposed."  As  a  sidelight  upon  the  prevailing-  standards  of  student 
morality,  his  statement  is  a  significant  one. 

Why  is  it  that  a  student  who  would  not  commit  a  financial  theft  would  not  hesitate  to 
steal  in  order  to  pass  an  examination?  Why  is  it  that  practically  every  honor  system  ever 
attempted  in  American  universities  has  been  a  failure?  Or,  to  take  another  phase  of  the 
same  problem,  why  is  it  necessary  for  many  hotels  to  refuse  to  take  in  college  athletic 
teams  because  of  their  devastating  effect  upon  the  more  readily  transportable  items  of 
hotel  property? 

As  indicated  by  the  Dean,  there  are  few  students  who  would  steal  actual  money.  But 
when  that  money  is  translated  into  terms  of  silverware  or  hotel  furnishings,  or  mimeo- 
graph sheets,  the  issue  of  right  or  wrong  seems  less  vivid  to  some  collegiate  minds.  It  is 
a  real  problem,  and  one  which  can  be  solved  only  through  the  force  of  student  opinion 
itself.  Polly  can  think  of  only  one  place  where  theft  is  justified — upon  the  baseball  dia- 
mond.    Even  then  it  should  be  distinctlv  limited  to  the  base  runners  of  the  home  team. 


A  Point  System — 

The  recent  action  of  the  men's  senior  honorary  society  in  asking  that  its  president 
shall  refrain  from  all  other  campus  activities  marks  an  important  step  in  campus  affairs. 
l'"or  the  first  time,  it  is  recognized  that  the  man  who  fills  well  one  position  of  responsi- 
bility is  doing  more  for  his  school  than  one  who  is  unsuccessfully  attempting"  to  hold 
down  two  or  three  important  jobs  at  once. 

At  the  present  time,  a  jioint  system,  enforced  by  the  Woman's  League,  regulates  the 
extent  to  which  a  woman  may  participate  in  Campus  activities.  In  this  way,  offices  on 
the  campus  are  more  evenly  distributed,  and  the  more  capable  girl  is  protected  from  hav- 
ing to  shoulder  more  responsibility  than  is  just.  But  for  men's  activities,  more  numer- 
ous and  more  exhaustive  in  their  demands,  there  have  been  no  such  limitations. 

Such  a  restriction  would,  no  doubt,  work  an  immediate  hardship  upon  certain  campus 
organizations.  It  would  serve  to  curtail  the  office-holding  potentialities  of  the  compara- 
tively small  group  of  men  who  now  constitute  the  backbone  of  every  campus  activity.  In 
the  end,  however,  it  would  more  than  justify  itself  in  attracting  more  men  int(_)  campus 
activities  and  in  providing  for  a  concentration  of  their  efforts  when  they  get  there.  An 
official  bureaucracy  is  as  harmful  to  a  campus  as  it  is  to  a  nation.
